New York city last summer to attend 
the peace conference one of the first 
things he touched on in an interview 
(in the New \o rk lim es) on literary 
m atters was the subject of Poe. 
He 
said: 
“Can you 
tell me where Poe is 
buried? 
I scarcely expected the 
an­ 
swer I have been inquiring for ever 
since I landed. 
He is buried some 
where, isn t he? and he is your great­ 
est writer, isn’t he? The greatest in­ 
terest attaches, if one might judge 
from the controversy which rages to 


he ii ad a natural power, an inborn in 
stinct towards the right way of mak 
ing his effects, which mark him as a 
gieat master. He produced stories be­ 
cause it was in him lo do so as nat­ 
urally and as perfectly as an apple 
tree produces apples. 
What a fine, 
sensitive, artistic touch it is! 
How 
easily and delicately the points 
are 
m ade!” 
Poe was proud of being a Virginian. 
In 1841 he wrote to a friend in Balti­ 
more: 
‘I am a Virginian—at least 
I call myself one, for I have resided 
all my life, until within the last few 
years, at Richmond.” 
Another 
writer, 
Mr. 
Charles 
I 
Moore, 
invites 
attention 
to 
Poe’s 
merits as a “tone-painter,” in an arti­ 
cle in the Dial. 
Most epics and great 
works of fiction, he thinks, have 
no 
trace of tone—the region of tone be­ 
ing the drama, the lyric and the prose 
story. 
Hamlet begins with a tone 
picture, the scene on the platform at 
Elsinore, hardly equaled 
in 
Shake­ 
speare. 
Continuing Mr. Moore says: 
“W ith, of course, other immense in­ 
feriorities. Poe cannot come into com­ 
parison with Shakespeare in variety 
of 
tone. 
Shakespeare’s 
different 
pieces are keyed to all the notes of 
color, from ebon black to the purest 
gold of sunlight. 
Poe keeps in the 
main in the dark side of the spectrum. 
But within his range there are great 
differences in shade and always abso­ 
lute certainty of effect. 
Consider the 
varieties of tone in the grave, somber 
colors of T he Fall of the House of 
Usher,’ the restless brilliancy of ‘The 
Masque of the Red Death,’ and the 
sober, ordered daylight of Landor’s 
Cottage;’ or the range between the in­ 
tangible shadows of ‘Ulalume,’ the rich 
gloom of the ‘Raven,’ and the faceted 
sparkle of T he Haunted Palace.’ 
As 
the modern world of letters has main­ 
ly gone to Keats to learn style—the per­ 
fection of word phrasing—so it has gone 
to Poe to learn tone, the truths of 
keeping an atmosphere in composition. 
Poe did not Bet himself to write

copy book maxims of morality, but the 
total effect of his work is that of lofti­ 
ness and nobility. 
His men are brave 
and his women are pure.

tive, too high-minded.” 
Standards, evidently, have changed 
since Emerson referred to Poe as 
‘ that jingle man.” 
Alluding to this 
disparaging comment Dr. H. G. Wells. 
the English novelist and writer on so^ 
ciology, said at a dinner in Boston: “I 
think hardly of your 
New 
England 
writers for thefr contempt of Poe. 
I 
shall never be able to forget that 
Emerson called him ‘that jingle man.’ 
I o-daj a thousand read Poe where one 
reads Emerson, and not to know Poe’s 
work i3 rather a disgrace.” 
Rupert Taylor, LL. B„ in a recently 
printed “Study of Edgar Allan Poe.” 
has this to say of Poe’s private life: 
“Poe took pleasure in the softer in­ 
fluences of home life, although there 
is little or no reflection of it in his 
writings. 
He dearly loved his wife 
and her mother, of whom he speaks in 
an excellent sonnet addressed to Imr 
after the death of his wife, as ’more 
than mother.’ 
In the ‘Black Cat’ he 
gives evidence of a fondness for do­ 
mestic pets. 
His cottage at Fordham 
was beautified by vines and flowering 
plants, and he kept in cages several 
singing birds and tropical birds 
of 
plumage. 
He was as all who knew 
anything about the m atter attested on 
every occasion a devoted and model 
husband.” 
People in general are so accustomed 
to regard Poe as a poet and short 
story writer that they fail to realize 
that he was also a profound specula­ 
tive thinker.

ish capital. This memorial is a sim- 
ple portrait bust, with a bronze tablet, 
and was placed upon the site of Fur- 
nivat's inn, Holburn. 
It was at Fur- 


nival's inn that Dickens wrote "Pick- 
wick," and it was there, in a little 
room on the third floor, that he awoke 
one morning, in 1S:JG, to find himself 
famous. 


Poe's failure of election to the Hall 


of Fame is another veiy real griev- 
ance to many of his countiymen, but 
a parallel, in & way, to this situat^n, 
too, may be found oversea. Last No- 
vember the authorities of the British, 
museum undertook to select 19 names 
as the greatest and most representa- 
tive in English literature to ba paint- 
ed c-n 19 panels in the reading room 
rf the British museum.

ing whose place in imaginative liteia- 
tui-e the world at large has not the 
slightest doubt ?

Mr. Stedman's judgment is thus con-

Poe was proud of being a Virginian. 


In 1841 he wrote to a friend in Balti- 
more: 
"I am a Virginian—at least 


11 call myself one, for I have resided 
ail my life, until within the last few 
years, at Richmond." 


Another writer, Mr. Charles L. 


Moore, invites attention to 
Poe's 


niierits as a "tone-painter," in an arti- 
cle in the Dial. 
Most epics and great 


Dorics of fiction, he thinks, have no 
trace of tone:—the region of tone be- 
lts the drama, ttie lyric and the prose; 
story. 
Hamlet begins with a tone 


picture, the scene on the platform at 
Elsinore, hardly eqoaled in Shake- 
speare. 
Continuing Mr. Moore says: 


"< "With, of course, other immense1 in- 
feriorities^ Poe cannot come into com- 
parison with Shaftespeare in variety 
of 
tone. 
Shakespeare's

nieces: are keyed to all the notes of 
cplor,. from ebon black to the purest 
gdld of stinHght. 
Poe keeps in the 


main in the dark side of the spectrum. 
Bat within his range there are great 
differences in shade and always abso- 
lute certainty of effect. 
Consider the 


varieties of tone in the grave, somber 
.cplors of 'The Pall of the House of 
Usher/ the restless brilliancy of 'The 
Masque of the Red Death/ and the 
sober, ordered daylight of 'Landor^s 
Cottage;' or the range between the in- 
tangible shadows of 'Ulalume,' the rich 
gjlpom of the 'Raven/ and the faceted 
slfarkle of "The Haunted Palace/ 
As 


t^e modern world of letters has main- 
ly gone to Keats to learn style—the per- 
fect ton of word phrasing—so it has gone 
to PO« tor learn tone, the .truths ofj 
ke*ptng ari atmosphere tn eompovltfODU 


"Poe did not net himself to writ* 


copy-book maxims of morality, but the 
total effect of his work is that of lofti- 
ness and nobility. 
His men are brave 


and his women are pure. 
He is the 


least vulgar of mortals. 
Perhaps, if 


books have any effect at all, his tend 
to make men too truthful, too sensi- 
tive, too high-minded." 
~ 


Standards, evidently, have changed 


since Emerson referred to Poe as 
"that jingle man." 
Alluding to this 


disparaging comment Dr. H. G. Wells, 
the Knglish novelist and writer on so- 
ciology, said at a dinner in Boston: "I 
think hardly of your New England 
writers for thefr contempt of Poe. 
I 


shall never be able to forget that 
Emerson called him 'that .lingle man.' 
To-day a thousand1 read Poe where one 
reads Emerson, and not to know Poe's 
work is rather a disgrace." 


Rupert Taylor, L»l». B., fn a recently 


printed "Study of Edgar Allan Poe," 
has this ta> say of Poe's private life: 


"Poe took pleasure In the softer in- 


fluences of home- life, although there 
is little or no reflection of it In his 
writings. 
He dearly loved his wife 


and her mother, of whom he speaks in 
an excellent sonnet addressed to her 
after the death of his wife, as 'more 
than mother.'

gives evidence of a fondness for .do- 
mestic pets. His cottage at Fordham 
was beautified by vines and flowering

People In general ace so accustomed 


to regard Poe as a poet and short 
story writer that they fall to realize 
that he was also a profound specula- 
tive thinker.

"Poe as an Evolutionist" (Popular 
Selene* Month!?, September) Mr. 


Frederic lUew Bond points' out that 
in estimating his character too little1 
attention is bestowed on this phase 
of his work, 
He finds that Poe enter- 


tained in its broKd outlines tliat idea 
of the changes and development of the 
world which goes, nowadays, l>y the 
name of the theory of evolution. 
On 


February 'A, 1S48, Poe delivered, as a 
lecture at the Society library of New 
York, an abstract of his speculations 
on the material and 
spiritual 
uni- 


verse—its essence, 
origin,

present condition and destiny.

ly afterward this was published by 
Putnam under the title "Eureka."

- S u b w a y for Moving Sidewalks. 


" Strap-hanging in street cars and the 
general congestion of interurban tra- 
vel will be at an end if the Invention 
of a New York man, who is backed by 
prominent capitalists ot that city, 
proves as successful as is anticipated. 
Attracted to the conditions of the 
Brooklyn bridge, where 
during the 


rush hours the traction companies en- 
deavor to transport 60,000 passengers 
an hour, with facilities which 45,000 
tax to the 
utmost, he evolved a 


scheme based to an extent on the 
moving sidewalk which was a feature 
of the pier at the wprld's fair at Chi- 
cago In 1893. His idea, explains the 
Technical World, is 
to 
equip the 


Brooklyn brldga with a series of five 
moving platforms, one within another. 
The outer one would travel at the rate 
of three miles an hour,, the second at 
six miles an hour, the third at nine 
and the fourth at twelve. The inner 
one, which he would operate at fifteen 
miles an hour, he would have equipped 
' with seats, each holding half a dozen 
' jpersons. To step from one platform 
to another while both were in motion 
would be both sate and easy. With 
this system -of platforms, moving in 
one direction on one side of 
the 


bridge and back on the other, the in- 
ventor claims he can transport 171,000 
persons an hour. As an economical 
method of transportation, the promot- 
ers declare that there would be no 
motormen, conductors ^nor brakemen 
to pay and that the expense for power, 
repairs and operating force would be 
less than for any other system that Is 
in use to-day. 


There is always something fascinat- 


ingly mysterious about the govern- 
ment secret service. The men engaged 
under the chief'are not known to the 
public at large even by name, and 
one's next-door neighbor may be a 
secret service agent without one hav- 
ing any suspicion of his occupation. 
The secret service bureau is atlached 
to the treasury department and i.s 
maintained for the detection ot coun- 
terfeiters and for the protection of the 
person of the president. The men are 
employed, however, by other depart- 
men.ts on a-- confidential requisition 
from the head of the department. If 
the attorney general or the secretary 
of commerce and labor needs detec- 
tives—each has needed them in recent 
investigations—the secretary of the 
treasury has supplied the men. This 
practice of diverting the detectives of 
the treasury department from their 
proper work was objected to in con- 
gress not long ago, and an attempt 
was made to prevent it. If the secret 
service men become mere detectors of 
counterfeiters, much of the popular 
interest in them will disappear. 


The report from Mombasa, British 


East Africa, that 40,000 deaths have re- 
sulted from famine in the province of 
Osoga in Uganda furnishes an illustra- 
tion of the perils which still confront 
the dwellers on the dark continent, 
notwithstanding the progress made in 
opening up that region to civilization. 
The news also recalls the frequent ex- 
periences from famine in India. In 
both localities the causes are practi- 
cally the 
eame—failure of 
usual 


sources of food supply and 
inability, 


owing to lack of transportation facili- 
ties, to reach and relieve those in dlr0 
naed. One of the great functions of 
advancing civilization Is to equalize 
the opportunities for securing the nee 
essariea of life. 


The famous label, "Made in Ger- 


many," may soon with propriety be put 
on a large part of the reforested Ad- 
irondack mountain area. • The state of 
New York bought 
950,000 seedling 


trees from German nurseries this year, 
and is planting those which are three 
years old in the treeless districts. 
Those which are 'only two years old—• 
about half of the 
number—will be 


planted in nurseries, to remain a year 
before they are set out permanently. 
The Germans sell the three-year-old 
trees at about the rate of four 'for a 
cent, and that is one reason why the 
state sent the order across the ocean I 


The language 
manufacturers now 


have the job of inventing a term to 
describe the man who runs an aero- 
plane. "Sky-pilot'* would not be bad 
If it were original; but it will hardly 
be fitting to take a second-hand term 
for a vocation so novel and daring.

The statute requires him 
to cause at least one of them to at 
tend school; he pays taxes to the 
town to a considerable amount; there 
are no regular means of communica- 
tion between the island upon which 


has fixed his' residence and the 


main island upon which the public 
schools of the town are situated; com- 
munication is often difficult and some- 
times impossible.

only upon the question of law raised 
by the report. Petition dismissed."
